Additional Backup Information 
 
Flex base is the material used to backfill excavations during the installation and repair of storm drain pipe by the Field 
Operations Division of the Watershed Protection Department.  The material is stock piled in the Harold Court Service 
Yard, so it is always available for pipeline projects.  The material is hauled to jobsites as needed and is replaced as it is used. 
 Sufficient flex base is also stock piled for use during emergency response situations.  This material is essential to perform 
storm drain pipeline work as it is the best backfill material available and is a proven commodity for this purpose.
